The following stories are related a 
a judge of one of the Circuits in West 
ern igan. The Judge was. of s 
conscientious turn of mind, hones’ 
and upright, a lawyer of ability, bul 
somewhat given to eccentricities : 
| A man_of questionable reputation 
was on trial once before him on a 
criminal charge. The attorney for 
the defendant was a gentleman of 
reputation, subsequently chosen At- 
torney-General of the State. Every 
effort that he made in the way of ob- 
jections, and they were frequent, was 
ruled against by the court, all of 
which caused ill feeling. 
Finally the Judge became impatient 
on being reminded that the defendant 
was entitled to a fair standing in the 


court, and said to the counsel for the 

defense: 

‘‘The two of you put together have 

} no standi . this court; you ain’t 
no better than he is, and he ought to 

be sent up. for life.” 

On another occasion an important 
law question was being argued, sev- 
eral attorneys being engaged on each 
side, One of them was making his 
argument. He had read quite a num- 
ber of authorities in support of his 
position “and was ——e that the 
iy he contended for was the 

. The Judgetold him in the midst 
of his gunent he was wrong, 

“But that is simply your Honor’s 
opinion,” said the attorney. 

The reply was: ‘‘ Yes, sir, itisonly 
my opinion, ’tis true. I don’t care 
for the opinions of the Supreme Court 
of Vermont or Pennsylvania, or any 
other court: my opinion controls this 
court, and governs your case, and I 
predict you’re goin’ toget beat so bad 
you won't know where you are.”’ 

And the Judge was right about it, 
as the sequel proved. 

Another time the court was sitting 
in chancery for the trial of a divorce 
case. The a pags ‘had ail been taken 
and a solicitor for the complainant 
had been arguing the case for two or 
three hours. The Judge was becom- 
ing uneasy. All at once he broke 
out in this way: ‘‘Now, Clarke, look 
here; you’ve n talking for four or 
five hours and not said a thing about 
the case. I don’t pro to fool 
away my time listening to slush.

Judge kept getting more impatient 
and at last turned to the clerk and 
shouted ; 
‘‘Mr. Clerk, enter up in the journal 
of this court that A. B. is a fool, and 
adjourn court until to-morrow morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock. 

The clerk made the entry, and an 
inspection of the journal will show it 
there to-day. ' 

A case was being tried before the 
Judge without a jury, with an able 
lawyer on either side. The plaintiff 
was Morfit, and the defendant a well- 
to-do colored man.

RENO’S IELLUMINATORS. 


The Gas Company Removes iis 
Meters From Patrons of the 
Electric Light. 

There is trouble brewing between 
our two illuminating companies. 
It seems that the gas company has 
removed its meters from premises 
where the electric light is used, 
and where gas is burned when the 
electricity fails to connect, Mr. 
Thompson claims that the gas 
company makes only a certain 
quantity of gas each day, and thet 
when an unusual demand is made 
on the usual supply, the regular cus- 
tomers justly complain of insuffi- 
cent light. The gas people aver 


that if an extra amount is manu- 
factured and not used at once, it 
evaporates and shrinks to such an 
extent that the company is a 
heavy loser thereby. in consider- 
ation of these facts, the company 
has determined to remove ail 
meters from premises where gag is 
not regularly used. People can 
use both gas and electricity if they 
desire, but they caunot make a 
convenience of the gas company, 
and fall back upon it when the 
other light fails. 

Per contra, the eleetric light com- 
pany is doing all that can possibly 
be done to furnish a steady and 
reliable light. If any of its cus- 
tomers suffer through the removal 
of gas meters, the Electric Light 
Company will supply lamps, oil, 
etc., and furnish a man to keep 
them filled and trimed, whenever 
the electric light is unable to do 
its work. The company is young 
as yet, and has met with .many 
obstacles, but its managers, by fair 
dealing and by Keeping good faith 
with the people of Reno, are confi- 
dent that they will hot only retain 
their present customers but will 
add constantly to the list.

THE STORAGE PROBLEM 


Successfully Solved bythe Nevada 
Land and Cattle Company. 


The all-absorbing topic among 
our leading stockmen is that of 
water storage and irrigation. They 
are beginning to recognize the ne- 
cessity of raising food for their 
stock, and are casting about for 
the most feasible plan by which to 
put their ideas into execution.

passed over by the Government 
surveyors as utterly worthless,they 
not deeming it of sufficient value 
to warrant the incurring of any 
expense in surveying it. 

Messrs. T. D. Parkinson and R. 
N. Graves thought otherwise and 
after careful investigation con- 
cluded that the first essential to 
render these lands rich and pro- 
ductive was to build a dam at the 
upper end ofthe valley, and thus 
impound the waters which were 
running to waste. The dam was 
built but was unable to withstand 
the strain, and the work of many 
months was swept away in a sin- 
gle night. A second dam was built, 

ut that shared the fate of its pre- 
decessor. 

Undismayed by their ill luck, al- 
though their funds were exhausted 
Mr. Parkinson, with the consent of 
his partner, proceeded to England, 
formed a stock company, and re- 
turned with ample funds with 
which to carry out his schemes. 
The work was commenced at once, 
and a dam is now built which im- 
pounds sufficient water to irrigate 
thousands of acres of the most val- 
uable land. 

In conversation with Mr. Park- 
inson a fewdays since, a represent- 
ative of the GAZETTE AND STOCK- 
MAN learned the following inter- 
esting facts. The dam is 250 feet 
in width at the bottom, narrowing 
to 175 feet at the parapet, which is 
50 feet in hight from the base. In 
order to make it as secure and 
strong as possible, the bluffs at 
their base were excavated séeven- 
teen feet through solid rock which 


explains the apparent discrepancy 


between the width of the dam at 
the parapet and its width at the 
base. This dam is at the opening, 
if the term can be used, of a natural 
reservoir. It is 400 acres in extent 
and at the present time is filled 
to a depth of 25 feet with the life- 


| giving fluid. The water is drawn 


off through a tunnel the outlet of 
which is some distance from the 
dam, thus making the pressure 
against it comparatively slight; 

then carried by a canal ten miles to 
the ranch Pitican over which it is 
distributed by ditches. The ranch 
consists in part of some of the land 
which the Government surveyors 
deemed worthless, but which now 
his the most productive land the 
company owns.
